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Air Safety Is of National Concern 


The retiring chief of the Federal Avia- 


tion Agency, E. R. Quesada. has written an 
explosive article for Harper's magazine 
charging that groups in aviation continual- 
ly pressure the agency against regulations 
aimed at promoting safety in the air. At a 
time when a major air tragedy still haunts 
many air travelers. Mr. Quesada's com- 
plaints are bound to be widely discussed. 


He lists as "equally hostile" to almost 


everything the FAA tries to do, the Air 
Line Pilots Association and the Aircraft 
Owners 
and 
Pilots Association. 
Both 


groups, according to Quesada, 
agitate 


against such specific rules as new medical 
requirements for pilots, retirement ages 
for pilots and equal training required of 
co-pilots on airlines. He also cites the Air 
Transport Association for objecting to safe- 
ty requirements which mean a financial 
expenditure, such as all-weather radar. 
Pilots are naturally individualistic, accord- 
ing to Mr. Quesada, or they wouldn't be 
pilots in the first place but there has to be 
a compromise with individualism when the 
safety of millions is concerned. 


Undoubtedly some of the disagreement 


comes because many federal agencies have 
shown inefficiency, bureaucratic arrogance 
and a lack of understanding or interest 
in the problems of the industries they must 


regulate. The fatality rate on commercial 
airlines is far less per mile traveled than 
on our highways although this is not neces- 
sarily a particularly proud record. 


But the requirements of safety of the 


public long since have been decided in the 
courts as grounds for regulation. If there is 
error in regulation of the air lanes, we 
would prefer that it leaned toward con- 
servatism rather than chance taking. 


Mr. Quesada himself may have been 


too explosive a figure for leadership of 
such a controversial agency. His earliest 
statements about the collision over New 
York appeared to put the blame upon the 
pilot of the jet aircraft although facts in 
the hearings now indicate that mechanical 
failures may have been the cause. Mr. 
Quesada's charges of "calculated cam- 
paigns" by the various air groups smack' 
just a little of persecution. Federal agen- 
cies too often have been "arbitrary and 
capricious." 


But the matter of air safety in the in- 


creasingly crowded sky is of, concern to all 
Americans whether they fly or not. There 
must be federal regulation and it must be 
intelligent regulation with understanding 
and vision, and there must be cooperation 
from air organizations. It's a large order 
but the public safety — and the expansion 
of the industry — demand it

Dike at Lake Okeechobee, Ha. The dike 


•K-as named for the former president be- 
cause of interest in promoting its con- 
struction which dates back to 1926 when 
he was secretary of commerce. At that time 
it was common for hurricanes to sweep 
across this huge lake backing up waters 
with disastrous effect upon farmlands and 
farm homes. Such a storm did severe dam- 
age in 1926 and again in 1928. After the 
1923 distaster, which killed and injured 
many thousands of people and destroyed 
homes and farms, the nation began to take 
an interest in finding a way of preventing 
this damage. In his talk Mr. Hoover pointed 
out that since the dike was built "five hur- 
ricanes have tried their best at destruction 
around this lake but they have been foiled 
in every attack." 


Many friends of Mr. Hoover had sug- 


gested that he use this occasion "to explain 
the remedies for our national dangers of 
which there is an over-supply." 


However, Mr. Hoover declined to take 


any such position although he did offer 
three observations. First, he said that he 
was sure the American people earnestly 
wish for the success of the new administra- 
tion and he agreed that this administration 
is faced with one of the greatest challenges 
in our whole history. 


Second, he said the country has met and 


solved equally great crises in the past 135 
years. 


Third, he said this nation, founded in 


great strength will not decline or fail if 
we remedy the slump in morals •with its 
trail of crime anil corruption. 


The statement is an interesting one. 


Mr. Hoover is 86 years old but he has a 
cheerful and forward outlook. He does not 
think our world is on the verge of disaster 
nor is he fearful of what Mr. Kennedy's 
new administration may do. He sees a chal- 
lenge ahead for the American people and 
apparently he has every confidence they 
will meet the challenge and continue to 
progress. In his second statement, he con- 
tinues his optimistic view with the cheer- 
ing comment that we have had crises be- 
fore and suggests that we will handle this 
one as we have others. 


His third statement is on a different 


subject and one that should be of interest 
to all. The nation, he feels, will survive any 
attack upon it if we will "remedy the 
slump in morals with its trail of crime and 
corruption." Many people looking ahead 
to a possible struggle with the Communists 
think that we should build our armaments 
and train our people physically. This appar- 
ently is accepted by everyone, including 
Mr. Hoover, but. as he points out. if we are 
not morally strong our other strength will 
fail. Mr. Hoover'.s outlook at 86 is one that 
could well be adopted by a great many peo- 
ple who are 36, with great "advantage to 
themselves. 


Sfofe Highway Patrol Cuts Accidents 


There were exactly 100 more fatalities 


on Wisconsin highways in 1960 than there 
were in 1959. This is a tremendous increase 
but L. E. Beier, director of the State Motor 
Vehicle Department enforcement division, 
says the record would be much worse if 
it were not for the effective work of the 
state highway patrol. Beier says analysis of 
V.'isconsin's fatal traffic accident picture 
for 1960 illustrates the effectiveness of the 
patrol's work. 


While the to*.a! n'^sber of fatal acci- 


dents in the stats was climbing rapidly in 
1960, Beier points ou: that the accident rate 
on state and federal high-ways patrolled by 
state officers has been reduced. 


He bases his statement on figures com- 


piled by the enforcement division's record 
section. These figures show that during the 
first 11 months of 1960 the number of fa- 
talities on state and federal highways un- 


der line patrol by the state officers dropped 
9.5 per cent from the number of deaths 
during those 11 months of 1959. At the 
same time the number of traffic deaths on 
other state and federal highways in Wis- 
consin increased 8.1 per cent and fatalities 
on town roads jumped 31.8 per cent. Also 
during this period, fatalities on county 
highways dropped 6.7 per cent. 


Since by the very nature of its work the 


patrol concentrates on the busiest high- 
ways it may be assumed that it is working 
in the most effective locations. Likewise, it 
may be assumed that motorists on high- 
ways not under line patrol feel free to cut 
loose at top speed, often with fatal results. 
The individual motorist still is in position 
to do more than anyone else for his own 
safety but if motorists cannot be taught to 
do this for themselves the state patrol 
eventually will be expanded to cover all 
roads. 


Moonshine Flows Into Washington 


Investigators for the Internal Revenue 


Service report that moonshine liquor is 
flowing into the Washington area in in- 
creasing quantities. Traditionally moon- 
shine has been the product of the south- 
eastern United States except for a few 
years during the Prohibition period when 
the manufacture and consumption of moon- 
shine spread to all sections of the country. 


Ordinarily the principal reason for pro- 


ducing moonshine liquor is to evade the 
federal liquor tax. The higher the liquor 
tax the more profitable its evasion and 
thus more people are attracted to the 
moonshine business. In recent years some 
of the producers of moonshine have moved 
from their homes in the Southeast to other 
sections of the country and there they have 
resumed production of moonshine from 
force of habit. Now, however, the Wash- 
ington investigators believe that the moon- 
shine trade has followed its customers into 
the Washington area. The producers are 
there because many of their customers mi- 
grated into that area to find employment. 


Revenue agents are cracking down hard 


on these moonshine stills because they not 
only are cutting into the tax revenue on

These salts can bring 
permanent paralysis and death to consum- 
ers of moonshine. The revenue agents re- 
port many of the stills discovered are poor- 
ly built things employing some apparatus 
like an old automobile radiator to distill the 
liquor. 


A check of moonshine recently re- 


vealed that 32 per cent of the samples 
showed lead salts in excess of the amount 
considered dangerous. This type of liquor 
is sold by the illegal distillers in cases of 12 
half gallon fruit jars for about S30 a case. 
The purchaser then may retail it at S5 a 
jar or at from 25 to 35 cents a shot In the 
meantime the retailers often cut the liquor 
from 90 to 60 per cent. The agents say that 
the consumers not only drink garbage but 
they are cheated by the retailers besides. 


It should be noted, however, that the 


principal inducement to the consumption 
of this type of liquor is the price and the 
reduction in price from legal liquor is only 
a little more than the amount of the tax. It 
is quite possible that some of this trade 
could be eliminated by a slight adjustment 
in the tax on legal liquor.
